most caustic message of the special 
session, sent to the leg islatu re to­ 
day, Gov. 
Haskell scores members 
of the republican caucus for what he 
characterizes as an attem pt to in­ 
fluence votes of republican members 
of the house investigating commit­ 
tee. 
The committee, composed of five 
democrats and two republicans, heard 
evidence upon charges filed by Rep­ 
resentative Maris dealing with the 
expenditure of money through the 
executive office, and the report is 
understood to be ready for submis­ 
sion. A report circulated today was 
that the republican caucus had in­ 
structed republican members to vote 
against the committee report, under 
the pain, democrats allege, of being 
‘‘read out of the party,” and in m ak­ 
ing this the basis of the message the 
governor suggests that such alleged 
practices be placed in the same cate­ 
gory as criminal libel, punishable by 
fine and imprisonment. 


Text of Veg.Mage. 
The message is as follows:
